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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTHEN. 


The  Selectmen  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  submit  herewith  their 
annual  report  wdth  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  expenditures  of  the 
different  departments  of  town  service  for  the  year  ending  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1894. 

HIGHWAYS. 

The  appropriation  at  the  last  annual  meeting  for  the  repairs  of 
highways,  including  $412.00  to  cover  deficiencies  from  Jan.  1,  to 
April  1,  ’94,  was  $10,412.00.  There  has  been  expended  for  the 
year  to  date,  $10,586.78  wrhich  amount  is  $174.78  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation.  There  was  also  appropriated  for  special  high¬ 
way  purposes  the  sum  of  $2,553.77  and  there  has  been  expended 
$2,518.62,  leaving  an  unexpended  balance  of  $35.15.  For  the 
removal  of  snow  the  appropriation  was  $4,500  and  the  sum  ex¬ 
pended  $2,402.83,  leaving  the  unexpended  balance  $2,097.17. 

Action  is  now  pending  upon  a  petition  for  a  relocation  of  Cedar 
street  from  a  point  at  its  junction  with  High  street  to  a  point  near 
Myrtle  street,  and  such  relocation  will  be  reported  to  the  town  for 
acceptance  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Of  the  new  streets  and  relocations  or  extensions  of  streets  that 
have  already  been  accepted  by  the  town  there  remain  to  be 
constructed  the  following,  viz.  : 

That  from  Sea  street  to  Bridge  street,  that  from  Pleasant  street 
to  Whitman’s  Pond,  the  extension  of  Phillips  street,  and  portions 
of  Chard  and  Summit  streets,  of  King  and  Tower  avenues,  and  of 
Torrey’s  Lane.  The  relocation  of  Front  street,  as  laid  out  by  the 
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county  commissioners,  is  not  yet  completed,  and  a  further  appro¬ 
priation  will  be  necessary  to  finish  the  same.  The  time  for  con¬ 
structing  the  relocation  of  Bridge  street,  also  laid  out  by  the 
county  commissioners  and  ordered  by  them  to  be  worked,  will 
expire  on  December  of  the  present  year.  A  portion  of  this  loca¬ 
tion  has  been  laid  out  by  the  Massachusetts  Highway  Commission 
as  a  State  highway,  but  the  remainder,  viz.  :  that  portion  between 
Newton  and  Neck  streets,  will  have  to  be  constructed  by  the 
town,  and  an  appropriation  for  that  purpose  will  be  asked  for. 
On  the  29th  of  March,  Henry  A.  Nash  was  appointed  superintend¬ 
ent  of  streets,  and  the  local  member  from  each  ward  was  given  the 
charge  of  the  highways  in  his  respective  ward. 


STREET  RAILWAY. 

The  petition  of  the  Braintree  and  Weymouth  Street  Railway 
Company  for  a  location  of  its  tracks  from  the  boundary  line  of 
Braintree  thence  through  Washington  and  Broad  streets  to  the 
junction  of  the  latter  named  with  Middle  street,  was,  after  due 
hearing,  granted  on  September  21,  and  that  of  the  Quincy  and 
Boston  Street  Railway  Company  for  a  confirmation  of  the  present 
location  of  its  tracks  in  this  town,  was,  after  due  hearing,  granted 
on  December  18.  Hearings  upon  the  petitions  of  these  two  com¬ 
panies  for  locations  for  their  tracks  in  other  parts  of  the  town  are 
now  pending. 


POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department,  including  the  unex¬ 
pended  balance  from  last  year,  was  84,124.38.  There  has  been 
expended  83,843.35  from  this  amount ;  there  has  been  deducted 
the  sum  of  81,456.92,  which  was  paid  into  the  treasury  for  fines 
and  for  the  use  of  lock-ups,  leaving  a  balance  of  82,386.43  as  the 
net  cost  of  this  department  for  the  year. 

In  April,  Geo.  B.  Bailey  and  Arthur  II.  Pratt  were  appointed 
special  officers,  and,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town, 
were  instructed  to  enforce  all  laws,  especially  those  against  the 
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illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  and  gambling.  The  report  of 
those  officers  will  be  found  on  page  174. 

FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  appropriation  for  this  department  including  the  balance 
from  1893  was  $5,381.38  and  there  has  been  expended  $4,079.09' 
leaving  the  balance  unexpended  to  cover  expenses  to  April  1, 
$1,302.29. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING. 

The  appropriation  for  this  account,  including  the  balance  from 
1893  was  $6,351.88  and  there  has  been  expended  the  sum  of 
$5,031.23  leaving  the  balance  $1,320.65.  The  report  of  the 
committee  on  street  lighting  will  be  found  on  page  167. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  appropriation  for  this  account,  including  the  balance  from 
1893  was  $5,184.56,  of  which  amount  there  has  been  expended 
$2,847.69  leaving  a  balance  of  $2,336.87  to  cover  expenses  to 
April  1,  ’95. 


TOWN  DEBT.

Two  notes  amounting  to  $8,592  have  been  paid  during  the  year, 
not  including  those  given  for  money  borrowed  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  $3,092  of  this  amount  was  a  demand  note  held  by  the 
trustee  of  the  Pratt  fund,  upon  which  the  rate  of  interest  was 
5%  per  annum.  A  proposition  to  reduce  the  rate  of  interest  to 
4%  was  rejected,  therefore  it  was  thought  advisable  to  pay  the 
note.  The  remaining  $5,500  was  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  sale 
of  a  new  note  for  the  same  amount,  maturing  in  three  years. 
The  amount  of  notes  now  outstanding  against  the  town  is  $76,500, 
$4,000  of  which  will  become  due  Oct.  1,  ’95  and  for  the  payment 
of  which  provision  will  have  to  be  made. 
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SUITS  AT  LAW. 

No  suit  against  the  town  was  commenced  in  the  year  1894. 

The  suit  of  Henry  C.  Gardner  vs.  Weymouth  to  recover  damages 
for  personal  injuries,  was  tried  at  the  January  sitting  of  the  Su¬ 
preme  Court,  and  a  verdict  for  $2,375  was  rendered  b}T  the  jury, 
which  was  set  aside  by  the  court,  and  a  new  trial  ordered,  but  none 
was  made  during  the  year. 

A  suit  in  the  name  of  the  town  vs.  Jacob  B.  Denbroeder  and 
others,  was  commenced  in  December ;  and  this  action,  and  those 
of  David  J.  Pierce,  administrator  vs.  Weymouth,  and  Henry  C. 
Gardner  vs.  the  same,  are  now  pending. 


GUIDE  BOARDS. 

The  guide  boards  throughout  the  town  are  in  good  condition. 


COLLECTOR  OF  TAXES. 

At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  Mr.  Jacob  B.  Denbroeder  was 
elected  collector  of  taxes,  and  his  bond  with  satisfactory  sureties 
was  duly  approved  by  the  board  and  tiled  in  the  office  of  the 
town  clerk.  Shortly  before  the  time' for  committing  the  taxes  for 
collection,  the  sureties  notified  the  board  of  their  desire  to  be 
released  from  liability  on  the  bond,  and  as  no  way  was  seen  for 
so  doing  except  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Denbroeder,  his 
resignation  was  tendered  and  accepted.  He  was  then  appointed 
collector  but  failing  to  furnish  a  bond  in  the  required  time,  Mr. 
Geo.  C.  Torrey  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Den- 
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broeder  having  left  the  town,  the  office  of  collector  of  taxes  for 
1893  was  declared  vacant,  and  Mr.  Martin  E.  Hawes  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  collect  the  uncollected  taxes  of  that  year. 


At  the  last  annual  town  meeting,  two  members  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  charged  that  the  report  of  the  committee  for  the  sup¬ 
pression  of  the  illegal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  was  misleading 
and  false,  and  said  meeting  refused  to  accept  the  report  of  said 
committee.  At  an  adjourned  meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  pre¬ 
sent  Board  of  Selectmen  investigate  said  report. 

Pursuant  to  said  vote  wre  notified  the  complainants  and  said 
committee  that  a  hearing  would  be  held  Sept.  20th.  On  said 
date  one  of  the  complainants  and  the  chairman,  secretary  and  one 
of  the  agents  of  said  committee  appeared.  After  hearing  from 
all  of  said  persons  and  from  some  records  of  said  committee,  we 
find  that  said  committee  did  not  organize  until  March  24th, 
although  the  secretary  of  said  committee  on  March  11th  reported 
in  writing  that  they  had  met  and  organized  with  the  choice  of 
B.  F.  Richards  as  chairman  and  W.  J.  Dunbar  as  secretary  and 
had  by  unanimous  vote,  procured  the  services  of  Andrew  J. 
Garey  and  Geo.  W.  Fay  on  the  same  terms  as  last  year,  and  re¬ 
quested  their  appointment  as  police  officers. 

We  find  that  each  member  of  said  committee  consented  to  this 
request.  We  find  that  the  selectmen  refused  this  request.  We 
find  that  the  committee  did  not  make  a  separate  request  for  the 
appointment  of  Andrew  J.  Garey  as  a  police  officer. 

On  the  report  of  the  agents  we  find  that  there  was  imposed  in 
the  District  Court,  fines  to  the  amount  of  $755.00,  but  some  of 
the  cases  were  appealed  to  the  Superior  Court  and  some  of  the 
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defendants  were  found  not  guilty  and  this  was  known  to  the 
agents  at  the  time  of  making  their  report. 

We  find  that  the  amount  of  fines  finally  imposed  was  $425.00 
and  this  should  have  been  known  to  the  committee.

REPORT  OF  THE  OVERSEERS  OF  THE 

POOR. 


The  Overseers  of  the  Poor  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  submit 
herewith  their  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1894,  together  with  the  Auditor’s  appraisal  of  property  at  the 
Almshouse  made  January  1,  1895. 

ALMSHOUSE. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Alexander  Cummings  continued  in  charge  of  the 
house  and  farm,  the  management  of  both  of  which  has  been 
conducted  in  a  manner  very  satisfactory  to  the  overseers.  The 
salary  paid  for  their  services  has  been  $850.00  for  the  year.  The 
number  of  inmates  at  this  date,  including  boarders,  is  thirty-four, 
being  an  increase  over  last  year.  There  have  been  three  deaths 
in  the  house,  viz  : — Elizabeth  Ryan,  Jason  Thayer  and  William 
Keene,  the  last  named  being  a  boarder. 

Nineteen  hundred  and  twenty  tramps  have  been  provided  with 
food  and  lodging  during  the  year,  against  919  the  previous  year. 
Should  this  increase  in  numbers  continue,  additional  accommoda¬ 
tions  for  this  class  of  poor  will  be  necessary,  and  an  appropriation 
may  be  asked  for  for  that  purpose. 

The  cost  of  maintenance  has  been  $2.12  +  per  week  being  .72 
less  than  last  year. 

ASSISTANCE  RENDERED  OUT  OF  ALMSHOUSE. 

Applications  lor  assistance  out  of  the  house  have  increased 
considerably  during  the  year,  and  the  amount  of  aid  so  rendered 
has  been  nearly  $1,400  larger  than  last  year.  The  cost  of  sup¬ 
porting  our  insane  has  also  increased  over  $300,  with  the  proba¬ 
bility  ol  a  still  further  increase  in  the  future.  Payments  to  cities 
and  towns  lor  assistance  rendered  to  our  poor  are  also  somewhat 
larger  than  last  year. 
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Drs.  W.  A.  Drake  and  E.  N.  Mayberry  are  still  serving  as 
Town  Physicians,  their  term  of  sendee  expiring  on  the  24th  of 
January ;  but  an  arrangement  may  probably  be  made  with  them 
to  continue  through  the  coming  year. 

The  cost  of  maintaining  the  town’s  poor  for  the  year  has  been 
$11,645.32,  and  there  has  been  paid  on  account  of  those  having 
a  settlement  elsewhere,  and  for  other  purposes,  the  sum  of 
$1,837.24,  making  the  total  expenditure  on  poor  account,  $13,- 
482.56.  The  appropriation,  including  the  unexpended  balance  of 
1893,  was  $14,602.06,  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,119.50  only  to 
cover  the  expenses  of  the  poor  department  to  April  1,  1895.

ENGINEER’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen, — I  herewith  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  and 
the  sixteenth  of  the  present  organization  of  this  department,  for 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1894,  together  with  some  recom¬ 
mendations  which  we  trust  will  be  found  of  sufficient  interest  to 
receive  favorable  consideration.  The  town  has  been  remarkably 
free  from  large  fires  the  past  year,  although  the  opportunities  for 
such  have  been  frequent  enough,  and  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
department  is  prompt  in  responding  to  alarms  and  loses  no  time  when 
at  fires  in  securing  the  upper  hand.  The  men  in  the  service  are 
interested  and  faithful  and  worthy  the  confidence  of  the  town. 

With  the  exception  of  truck  No.  5  the  apparatus  is  in  good  con¬ 
dition.  Our  ladder  trucks  are  far  too  light  for  the  service  required 
of  them,  and  must  be  replaced  in  a  few  years  with  heavier  and 
more  modern  design  for  reliability  and  efficient  service.  M  e  would 
again  recommend  that  the  town  provide  for  the  purchase  of  a  new 
ladder  truck  in  place  qf  truck  No.  5,  which  has  been  in  service  over 
twenty-four  years,  and  is  not  worth  the  repairs  that  will  be  n- 
quired  if  allowed  to  remain. 

A  new  hose  wagon  has  been  added  to  the  department  the  past 
year  and  placed  at  Lovell’s  Corner. 

FIRE  ALARM. 

This  branch  of  the  service  has  been  maintained  in  most  excel¬ 
lent  condition  by  the  superintendent,  Mr.  H.  L.  Humphrey. 
There  have  been  29  alarms  given  from  the  signal  boxes.  l  heie 
is  connected  with  the  system  about  24  miles  of  wire,  23  signal 
boxes,  2  bell  strikers,  2  whistling  machines,  4  galvenometers,  1 
gong,  7  tappers,  one  line-tester,  the  whole  supplied  by  a  gravity 
battery  of  84  cups  ;  also  a  machine  for  ringing  1 5  magneto  bells, and  1 
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switchboard.  The  danger  of  contact  with  high-current  wires  with 
numerous  other  small  ones,  which  are  run  indiscriminately,  is  con¬ 
stantly  increasing,  and  some  method  should  be  adopted  to  pie's  ent 
accidents  thereby.  The  fire  alarm  wires  have  been  extended  fiom 
box  18  to  the  Bradley  Fertilizer  Company  and  connected  with 
their  private  box,  No.  13. 

A  suitable  wagon  to  carry  tools  and  supplies,  ready  to  move 
without  delay,  is  the  most  important  need  at  this  time. 

To  meet  the  expenses  of  the  department  for  the  ensuing  year 
we  would  recommend  the  following  :  salaries  of  firemen,  stewards 
and  engineers,  $2,350  ;  care  of  fires  and  supplies  to  engine  houses, 
$1,600;  fire  alarm,  $500;  hose,  $500;  ladder  truck,  $800;  total, 
$5,750. 

To  my  associate  engineers  my  thanks  are  due  for  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  management  of  the  department  generally,  and  to- 
the  officers  and  members  of  the  several  companies  for  their 
promptness  in  responding  to  alarms,  and  the  interest  taken 
striving  to  render  quick  and  effective  service.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE 

TUFTS  LIBRARY. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  respectfully  submit  their  sixteenth  an¬ 
nual  report  as  follows  : — 

During  the  year  1894,  the  library  was  open  for  the  delivery  of 
books  during  304  days. 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  for  home  use  was  61,562,  be¬ 
ing  a  larger  circulation  than  in  any  preceding  year,  averaging  a 
delivery  of  202  volumes  daily,  and  a  yearly  delivery  of  5.6  vol¬ 
umes  for  each  inhabitant  of  the  town.  The  largest  number  of 
loans  in  one  day  was  438,  on  February  14  and  the  smallest  num¬ 
ber  was  43,  on  November  5.  The  delivery  in  the  month  of  Janu¬ 
ary  was  6,193  volumes,  which  is  the  largest  monthly  record  in  the 
history  of  the  library ;  but  the  daily  average  for  February — 246 
volumes — was  greater  than  for  any  other  month.  32,8/9  ^ol- 
umes  were  delivered  to  borrowers  at  the  library,  and  28,683 
through  the  several  agencies,  as  follows  : —

Teachers  have  borrowed  on  their  special  cards  2,965  books,  a 
moderate  increase  upon  the  previous  record.

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The  number  of  borrowers’  cards  to  date  is  7,346,  of  which  num 
ber  321  were  issued  during  the  year.  882  volumes  wrere  added  to 
the  library  during  the  year;  701  were  purchased,  83  were  reading 
room  periodicals, bound  by  the  library,  and  98  volumes  were  gifts. 
The  whole  number  of  accessions  to  date  is  16,163.

A  bookcase  placed  in  the  delivery  room  near  the  children’s 
table  is  kept  filled,  by  the  Librarian,  with  juvenile  books  of  his- 
toi  \ ,  travel,  and  biography,  magazines  and  other  good  reading,  to 
aid  those  who  have  no  one  to  suggest  suitable  books,  in  making  a 
wise  choice. 

liy  vote  of  the  trustees,  each  borrower  is  allowed  two  books  at 

the  same  time,  but  only  one  of  these  may  be  taken  from  the  class 
of  fiction. 
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A  special  card  for  this  purpose  will  be  given  to  all  who  apply  for 
it,  and  this  permission  will  extend  to  borrowers  of  music  and  of 
the  magazines. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  library  was  made  as  usual,  and, 
with  one  exception,  all  books  are  accounted  for.  Two  books 
charged  in  the  latter  part  of  1893,  have  not  been  returned  or  paid 
for,  and  must  now  be  counted  as  lost ;  and  one  book  charged  dur¬ 
ing  the  year  of  1894,  to  a  person  who  has  removed  from  town 
without  leaving  his  present  address,  may  be  included  in  the  same 
class. 

In  September  last  the  library  hours  were  so  changed  as  to  omit 
the  closing  from  5  o’clock  to  6.30  o’clock  p.  m.,  and  now  include 
the  following  named  hours  : — on  Mondays,  Tuesdays,  Thursdays 
and  Fridays,  the  hours  between  2  o’clock  and  8  o’clock  p.  m. ; 
on  Wednesda}Ts,  those  between  2  o’clock  and  5  o’clock  p.  m.  ;  and 
on  Saturdays,  those  between  2  o’clock  and  9  o’clock  p.  m.,  with 
the  purpose  better  to  accommodate  those  visitors  whose  residences 
are  remote  from  the  library. 

The  circulation  of  the  unbound  numbers  of  the  magazines  re¬ 
ceived  by  the  library  has  been  large  during  the  last  year,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  permission  to  borrow  these  on  the  “special  card” 
will  considerably  increase  their  circulation  in  the  future.  The 
Arena,  Forum,  North  American  Review,  Review  of  Reviews,  and 
Popular  Science  Monthly  are  those  more  especially  called  for  as 
soon  as  they  are  taken  from  the  Reading  Room,  which  fact 
indicates  a  laudable  desire  on  the  part  of  many  of  our  patrons  to 
keep  abreast  with  the  advanced  thought  of  the  age.  All  of  the 
magazines  are  loaned  for  seven  days,  to  enable  those  to  take  them 
who  borrow  through  the  agencies. 

The  library  is  indebted  to  Hon.  E.  A.  Morse,  M.  C.,  for  valu¬ 
able  public  documents;  to  James  H.  Flint,  Esq.,  for  numerous 
useful  volumes ;  to  Supt.  I.  M.  Norcross,  lor  39  volumes, 
specially  adapted  to  the  use  of  teachers ;  and  to  several  others 
whose  names  appear  in  the  list  of  donations,  to  each  of  whom 
the  trustees  tender  thanks. 

The  large  circulation  of  our  library  for  the  past  year,  indicate  e 
of  its  popularity  and  usefulness,  while  a  cause  for  congratulation, 
should  also  stimulate  to  liberality,  even  to  self  denial,  in  our 
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appropriations  for  its  future  support ;  and,  in  this  spirit,  the  trustees 
respectfully  but  earnestly  recommend  an  appropriation  of  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars,  the  same  as  made  for  the  years  1893  and 
1894,  in  addition  to  the  rents  of  the  library  building  and  one-half 
of  the  dog  tax.

REPORT  OF  ELECTRIC  LIGHTING 

COMMITTEE. 


The  committee  on  electric  lighting,  appointed  by  the  moderator 
after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  town  in  March,  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  the  folio-wing  report : — 

At  the  time  of  your  committee’s  appointment  there  was  a  great 
deal  of  dissatisfaction  expressed  by  the  public  at  large  over  the 
condition  and  service  of  our  street  lighting.  As  many  people 
expressed  it,  the  lamps  did  not  go  half  of  the  time,  and  when  they 
did  go  they  were  no  good. 

The  committee  thought  it  was  their  duty  to  have  a  test  of  the 
lights  made  by  a  competent  man,  to  see  how  far  the  complaints 
were  justified.  They  engaged  for  this  work  Prof.  M  m.  L.  Puffer 
of  the  Institute  of  Technology,  an  acknowledged  authority  on  all 
electrical  matters,  and  on  "whose  report  they  felt  that  they  could 
depend.  The  test  was  made  on  the  evening  of  April  25,  by  Prof. 
Puffer  and  an  assistant,  accompanied  by  the  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  We  submit  his  report  in  full : — 

W  EST  Newton,  May  2,  1894. 

Mr.  Henry  A.  Richards, — 

Dear  Sir  :  I  have  made  certain  tests  of  arc  lamps  in  Wey¬ 
mouth,  as  well  as  some  incandescent  lamps  upon  the  same  c  ii<  uit 
with  the  arcs,  and  herewith  send  you  my  report.  I  he  arc  lamps 
were  measured  in  position  by  the  use  of  a  portable  photometei , 
which  had  been  properly  standardized  by  a  true  standard  of  candle 
power.  In  all  cases  the  arc  lamps  were  found  to  be  of  rathei  pool 
quality  and  of  very  poor  regulation,  due,  I  think,  to  bad  feeding 

of  the  carbons. 

The  incandescent  lamps  were  taken  away  by  your  direction 
and  tested  at  the  current  values  found  flowing  at  the  time  the 
lamps  were  removed.  The  results  show  that  as  such  lamps  are 
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rated  it  would  be  fair  to  call  them  30  candle  power  lamps  with  the 
higher  current  and  15  candle  power  at  the  lower  current  meas¬ 
ured  on  the  line.  The  average  given  represents  the  average  light 
thrown  off  from  the  lamps  horizontally. 

Test  No.  1.  Arc  lamp  at  Read’s  Mill.  230  candle  power  at 
an  angle  of  40  degrees  down  from  the  horizontal,  when  the  line 
current  was  6.15  amperes.  This  lamp  was  very  poor,  and  the  cur¬ 
rent  is  much  below  the  usual  value  of  6.8  amperes  generally  used 
on  this  system.  The  light  was  so  poor  that  it  was  difficult  to  get 
any  test,  and  the  one  given  is  a  fair  value. 

Test  No.  2.  Arc  lamp  near  house  of  Mr.  John  Hart.  The 
test  of  this  lamp  was  made,  giving  820,  560,  380  candle  power, 
24  degrees  down.  This  lamp  was  much  better  than  the  first,  but 
did  not  regulate  well.

The  current  was  measured  again  near  the  house  of  Mr.  A.  J. 
Richards  and  found  to  be  6.75,  indicating  that  the  first  value  was 
low,  owing  to  a  leak  of  current  from  the  wire,  or  as  the  night  was 
dry,  more  likely  to  an  increase  being  made  at  the  station. 

lest  No.  5.  At  the  top  of  Ice  House  Hill  on  an  arc  lamp, 
360  and  180  candle  power  at  an  angle  of  37  degrees  down.  The 
last  reading  was  made  after  the.  carbons  had  been  fed  together, 
and  the  light  was  poor.  After  the  arc  had  again  been  good,  500 
candle  power  was  measured  at  an  angle  of  40  degrees.  The  cur¬ 
rent  was  measured  again  and  found  to  be  fairly  steady  at  6.8 
amperes. 

The  sudden  change  of  current  is  at  least  suggestive  that  a 
knowledge  of  the  testing  reached  the  station  after  the  test  of  the 
fust  aic  lamp.  It  was  noted  that  the  lamps  in  general  seemed 
brighter  as  we  came  back  from  the  first  arc,  and  remained  so 
during  the  evening. 

If  t he  current  were  to  be  maintained  at  6.8  ampere^,  the  incan¬ 
descent  lamps  are  good  at  about  30  to  32  candle  power  lamps, 
and  the  arcs  good  when  at  the  brighest,  but  of  a  very  unsteady 
and  unsatisfactory  nature. 

Cleaning  and  adjusting  and  better  carbons  would  improve 
the  arcs.  .  .

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The  committee  were  satisfied  from  this  report  that  the  town  had 
been  getting  very  poor  service  for  what  they  were  paying  ;  and  had 
numerous  consultations  with  the  managers  of  the  Weymouth 
Electric  Light  Co.,  in  regard  to  improving  the  service.  The  elect¬ 
ric  company  changed  their  management  about  the  fourth  of  July, 
and  from  that  time  there  has  been  an  improvement.  The  arc  lights 
have  been  overhauled,  and  are  better  attended  to.  The  current  at 
the  station  has  been  kept  at  a  higher  point  and  is  more  steady ; 
and  the  series  lamps,  when  burnt  out,  have  been  renewed  with  less 
delay  than  formerly.  The  committee  would  have  liked  to  have 
made  another  test,  but  owing  to  the  expense  of  same  they 
thought  it  not  advisable. 

We  think  that  Mr.  Carter,  the  superintendent  of  the  company, 
has  done  everything  in  his  power  to  give  a  satisfactory  service. 
He  has  arranged  with  people  in  the  different  wards  of  the  town  to 
notify  the  station  by  telephone  of  any  complaints.  He  has  dis¬ 
tributed  postal  cards  to  people  living  near  the  lights  in  order  for 
them  to  notify  him  of  any  failure  in  the  lamps  to  burn,  and  he 
has  agreed  to  patrol  the  whole  system  twice  a  month  at  night  ic- 
newing  the  lamps  wherever  they  are  needed.  He  also  informs  us 
that  the  company  has  given  him  authority  to  satisfy  us  if  possible 
regardless  of  expense,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  he  will  exert 
himself  to  the  utmost,  and  that  the  service  next  year  will  be  a 
decided  improvement  on  this  year.  Our  system  is  not  compact, 
but  extended  over  a  great  amount  of  territory,  and  though  by  no 
means  perfect,  yet  when  you  take  into  account  the  great  number 
of  accidents  that  are  liable  to  interrupt  any  system  of  electric 
lighting,  and  also  by  comparing  our  lights  with  those  in  neighbor¬ 
ing  towns,  you  will  find  that  taken  on  a  whole  our  present  service 

is  very  satisfactory,  i 

When  your  committee  took  charge  of  the  lighting  they  found 
that  there  had  never  been  any  regular  contract  between  the  town 
and  the  company.  We  had  a  regular  contract  diawn  up  foi  the 
year  ending  April  1,  1895.  The  price  under  this  contract  is 
seventy  dollars  a  year  for  each  arc  light,  and  twenty  dollars  for 
each  series  lamp.  Iu  addition  to  this  the  company  agrees  to 
maintain  one  arc  light  at  the  town  hall  at  their  own  expense. 
This  was  the  same  price  for  the  arc  lights  that  had  been  paid  the 


i 
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previous  year ;  but  was  two  dollars  per  lamp  less  on  the  incan- 
descents.  In  this  way  we  obtained  fifteen  more  lights  under  the 
appropriation  at  the  annual  March  meeting,  and  divided  them 
equally  in  the  five  wards.  We  think  that  this  price  compares 
favorably  with  what  other  towns  situated  near  us  pay,  and  we

Abington  and  Rockland  are  the  only  towns  near  us  that  pay 
much  less  than  we  do,  and  they  pay  fourteen  dollars  for  the  series 
and  sixty-six  dollars  for  the  arc  lights.  We  cannot  include 
Braintree  and  Hingham  in  the  comparison  very  well  because  they 
lm  ®  adopted  the  municipal  system  of  lighting  j  and  are  spending 
ten  01  twelve  thousand  dollars  a  year.  Your  committee  is  unani¬ 
mous  in  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  advisable  for  the  town  to  take 
any  action  toward  municipal  lighting.  Several  towns  that  have 
adopted  this  plan,  make  very  flattering  reports  on  paper,  but  if 
anybody  examines  them  very  carefully  they  will  find  that  these 
same  towns  raise  a  great  deal  more  money  by  taxation  every 
\eai  for  the  support  of  their  electric  light  system  than  we  do. 

Yhe  committee  do  not  think  that  the  town  is  well  lighted,  but  if 
more  lights  are  wanted,  more  money  must  be  appropriated.  With 
this  end  in  view  your  committee  would  ask  the  town  for  an  ap¬ 
propriation  of  $6,500  for  electric  lights  for  the  ensuing  year. 
They  think  that  with  this  amount  they  could  obtain  about  one 
hundred  more  small  lights  which  would  be  all  that  are  needed  at 
piesent.  lfi(}  would  also  recommend  that  the  Town  give  what¬ 
ever  committee  is  appointed  on  electric  lights  for  the  ensuing 
year,  authority  to  make  a  five  year’s  contract  for  lighting  the 
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town.  The  committee  could  use  its  owu  discretion  whether  to 
avail  themselves  of  this  power  or  not,  but  we  think  that  a  more 
favorable  contract  could  be  made  for  that  time  than  lor  one 

year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  OF  AND 
HALS  AND  PROVISIONS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen,  Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  report  as  Inspector  of 
animals  and  provisions.  At  a  meeting  of  the  State  Board  of  Cat¬ 
tle  Commissioners,  it  was  ordered  that  Inspectors  make  two  thor¬ 
ough  examinations  in  each  year,  one  in  the  fall  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible  after  the  animals  come  in  from  pasture,  the  other  in  the 
spring  before  they  are  turned  to  pasture.  As  I  received  my 
appointment  in  April,  before  I  had  completed  my  spring  examina¬ 
tion  a  large  number  of  cattle  were  in  pasture  making  the  work 
more  laborious.  However,  I  found  two  hundred  and  fifty-two 
owners  and  the  number  of  cattle  six  hundred  and  ninety- nine.  I 
found  them,  with  a  few  exceptions,  in  a  generally  healthy  condi¬ 
tion.  During  the  summer  months  I  also  made  frequent  visits  to 
the  laigei  herds.  In  my  fall  examination  I  found  two  hundred 
and  fifty-eight  owners  and  the  number  of  cattle  seven  hundred 
and  eight.  I  found  them  in  a  better  condition  than  in  the  spring. 
I  have  found  it  difficult  to  procure  the  services  of  the  commis¬ 
sioners  when  I  notified  them  of  suspected  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

I  would  advise  buyers  to  purchase  only  healthy  animals  and  be 
especially  careful  about  cattle  with  a  cough,  for  such  animals  may 
Inn  e  tuberculosis.  The  detection  of  tuberculosis  in  its  earliest 
stages  by  external  signs  is  usually  impossible.  Unless  the  les¬ 
sens  are  in  the  lungs,  even  advanced  cases  are  hard  to  detect. 
An  animal  in  this  condition  may  be  sleek,  fat  and  frisky,  may 
give  large  amounts  of  apparently  normal  milk  and  yet  may  be 
infecting  other  stock,  as  well  as  those  using  her  milk.  It  is 
obviously  desirable  to  be  able  to  detect  the  presence  of  this  disease 
in  any  stage,  early  or  late,  wherever  its  location,  without  injury  to 
the  healthy  animal.  The  means  for  such  detection  is  the  tubercu¬ 
lin  test.  Although  not  infallible,  this  is  the  most  reliable  test  we 
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now  have.  The  test  is  made  as  follows  (1).  The  normal  tem¬ 
perature  of  the  animal  is  taken;  (2)  A  small  quantity  of  the 
fluid  is  injected  under  the  carefully  disinfected  skin  near  the 
shoulder  blade.  (3)  The  temperature  of  the  animal  is  taken  at 
intervals  of  from  one  to  three  hours,  beginning  with  the  sixth 
hour  from  the  time  of  injection  and  continuing  until  the  sixteenth 
to  twenty-fourth  hour.  If  an  animal  is  tuberculos  a  decided  rise 
of  temperature  or  temporary  fever  is  observed,  usually  in  from 
six  to  fourteen  hours.  Many  farmers  are  condemning  the  course 
of  the  State  Commissioners,  in  their  effort  to  stamp  out  tubercu¬ 
losis,  and  will  probably  ask  for  a  modification  of  the  law. 

Meats  and  Provisions. 

I  find  the  provision  stores,  with  few  exceptions,  well  kept,  but 
there  are  meat  and  fish  carts  that  may  have  a  good  load  one  week 
and  a  bad  one  the  next.  I  have  not  met  with  any  serious  trouble 
in  this  direction. 

I  extend  my  sincere  thanks  to  all  the  owners  of  cattle  in  town 
for  the  gentlemanly  manner  in  w  hich  [  have  been  received  during 
my  several  examinations.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  POLICE  OFFICERS. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Wey¬ 
mouth  : 

Gentlemen, — 

We  herewith  submit  our  report  for  the  nine  months,  ending 
December  31st,  1894,  our  appointment  dating  as  police  and 
special  officers,  to  enforce  the  laws,  since  April  1,  the  current 
year. 

During  this  time,  having  been  given  full  power  by  your  Board, 
we  have  used  our  best  efforts  to  suppress  the  sale  of  intoxicating 
liquors  in  this  town.  We  have  succeeded  in  breaking  up  thriteen 
places,  and  the  keepers  of  the  same  have  either  gone  from  the 
place,  or  have  relinquished  the  business  entirely.  In  a  number 
of  places,  by  persistent  searches  and  continual  watching,  we  have 
driven  the  business  to  that  stage  known  as  the  pocket  business, 
which,  with  the  class  of  customers  it  carries,  makes  it  impossible 
to  secure  evidence  to  bring  them  before  the  courts. 

e  have  also  succeeded  in  breaking  up  and  closing  one  dis- 
reputable  house,  and  also  driving  £rom  the  town  or  imprisoning, 
some  of  the  most  disreputable  idlers  and  vagabonds. 

•  dosing,  we  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  your  honorable 
board  for  its  courtesy  and  assistance ;  to  Police  Officers  Peare, 
Fitzgerald  and  Allen,  and  to  all  others,  whom  we  have  always 
found  willing  and  ready  to  assist  us,  we  extend  our  thanks. 

REPORT. 

During  the  time  from  our  appointment,  to  the  end  of  the  year, 
Gz.  :  Dec.  31,  1894,  we  have  by  warrants  sworn  out  by  us,  made 
one  hundred  and  nine  (109)  searches  for  intoxicating  liquors, 
and  have  seized  and  turned  over  to  the  proper  authorities,  and  re¬ 
ceived  vouchers  for  twenty  and  three-fourths  (20f)  gallons  of 
whiskey;  one  and  one-half  (1J)  gallons  of  rum;  one  (1)  gallon 
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of  gin;  twenty-one  (21)  gallons  of  cider;  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  and  one-half  (1444)  gallons  of  lager  beer,  and  eighty  (80) 
gallons  of  ale;  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-eight 
and  three-fourths  (268J)  gallons  of  intoxicating  liquors,  together 
with  the  vessels  which  contained  them  and  the  implements  used 
have  been  forfeited  to  the  Commonwealth.  We  have  also  made 
complaints  and  caused  warrants  to  be  issued  aud  served  in 
twenty-five  (25)  cases  of  violations  of  the  liquor  law,  with  the

REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 


Nearly  all  of  importance  that  can  be  said  about  our  Parks  at 
present,  is  comprised  in  the  statement  that  we.  are  possessed  of 
two  tracts  of  land,  (not  counting  as  yet  the  one  at  Great  Hill)  one 
at  Weymouth  Landing,  known  as  Webb  Park,  the  other  at  North 
Weymouth,  known  as  Beals  Park,  which  are  practically  about  as 
received  from  the  donors,  very  little  having  been  done  compara¬ 
tively,  in  the  wray  of  permanent  improvements  to  change  their 
character ;  they  are,  however,  valuable  as  public  reservations  for 
future  development,  and  as  such  are  to  be  prized. 

At  Beals  Park  about  Forty  (40)  Dollars  have  been  expended, 
(the  gift  of  Mr.  Beals),  in  mowing  and  trimming,  in  the  care  of 
trees,  wmlks  and  pond,  for  public  water  and  hose,  and  for  remov¬ 
ing  several  large  decayed  trees. 

At  Webb  Park  the  sum  of  Seventeen  (17.30)  Dollars  and 
Thirty  Cents,  the  contribution  of  the  Weymouth  Improvement 
Association,  wras  expended  in  mowing  the  underbrush  and  burning 
same,  which  gives  the  native  trees  and  shrubs  a  better  opportun¬ 
ity  to  grow  and  develop.  In  connection  with  this  Park,  the 
expenditure  by  the  town  of  a  sufficient  sum  of  money  to  nicely 
finish  up  the  grading  of  Summit  street,  wffiich  bounds  the  Park  on 
the  South,  would  indirectly  help  the  appearance  of  this  Park,  and 
it  would  be  very  appropriate  if  the  Park  Commissioners  had  con¬ 
trol  of  the  expenditure  of  such  money,  as  they  are  supposed  to 
know  best  how  this  work  should  be  done.  We  would  suggest  that 
this  be  done  the  coming  year,  leaving  the  Park  itself  awhile 
longer  in  its  present  natural  condition,  which  is  quite  as  attractive 
as  art  could  make  it. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  March,  we  reported  to  the  town  the 
taking  of  the  tract  of  land,  belonging  to  James  L.  Bates,  on  Great 
Hill,  for  a  Public  Park,  which  report  was  unanimously  accepted. 
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Mr.  Adams  has  since  been  notified  of  our  action,  and  has  under 
consideration  the  matter  of  erecting  the  proposed  monument  to 
commemorate  the  second  settlement  in  Massachusetts.  It  is 
desirable  that  a  good  road  should  be  laid  out  and  constructed  to 
the  top  of  the  Hill  in  order  to  make  it  more  easily  accessible,  and  we 
would  recommend  action  by  the  town  at  the  next  annual  meeting, 
looking  to  that  end.  The  sum  of  Twenty  (20)  Dollars,  less  Two 
(2)  Dollars  for  advertising,  was  realized  from  the  sale  of  grass  on 
this  Park,  and  a  row  of  trees  was  planted,  bordering  on  Neck 
street,  but  owing  to  the  dry  season,  did  not  live. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  invite  donations  of  money  for  Park 
improvements,  from  public  spirited  citizens  who  are  able  to  give, 
or  gifts  of  land  for  Park  purposes.

SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Water  Commissioners : — 

Gentlemen, —  The  Superintendent  respectfully  presents  his- 
ninth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1894. 

POND. 

At  no  time  during  the  year  has  the  pond  been  lower  than  three 
feet  four  inches  below  full  pond  and  at  present  is  within  two' 
inches  of  being  full. 

PUMPING  STATION  AND  CONTENTS. 

Both  pumps  seem  to  be  in  good  working  order.  Excepting  one 
new  piston  head  which  was  broken  by  accident,  no  repairs  of  any 
account  have  been  needed. 

Two  new  tubes  have  been  needed  in  the  boilers  and  the  blow- 
off  pipe  leading  from  the  No.  2  boiler  has  been  renewed. 

The  lire  box  to  the  No.  1  boiler  has  been  newly  bricked  in  front 
and  on  both  sides.  The  boiler  inspector’s  report  states  that  our 
boilers  are  in  good  condition,  both  internally  and  externally. 

STAND-PIPE. 

During  the  month  of  October  the  water  was  drawn  out  of  the 
Stand-pipe  and  it  was  thoroughly  cleaned  and  painted  inside.  I 
would  recommend  that  this  be  done  every  year  in  the  future  in¬ 
stead  of  every  two  years  as  in  the  past. 

MAINS. 

We  have  laid  14,314.5  feet  of  main  distribution  pipe  in  the 
streets  and  private  ways  as  shown  by  the  table  following  this- 
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report.  135  feet  of  2  inch  and  461  feet  of  1J  inch  main  pipe 
in  Lake  street  has  been  replaced  with  6  inch  cast  iron  pipe. 

The  total  length  of  main  pipe  now  in  use  is  55  miles  and 
1423.7  feet. 

Nine  leaks  have  occured  in  our  mains  during  the  year,  six  of 
which  have  been  in  the  1 J  inch  main  in  Bridge  street  in  front  of 
Lovells  Grove,  due  in  part  to  electricity.  I  would  recommend 
that  this  pipe  be  renewed  in  the  spring  and  the  location  changed. 

The  other  three  were  in  lead  joints,  one  on  North  street,  one 
on  Pine  street  and  one  on  Private-way  off  Broad  street. 

From  May  15th  to  Oct.  15th  the  high  service  was  extended 
down  Pleasant  street  so  that  it  took  in  all  south  and  east  of  Jack- 
son  Square  and  Shawmut  street,  East  Weymouth,  and  down  Main 
street  so  that  it  included  everything  south  of  Broad  and  Wash¬ 
ington  streets,  Weymouth,  which  relieved  our  gravity  service 
v6ry  materially. 

HYDRANTS. 

Eleven  new  hydrants  have  been  set  this  year  making  the  total 
number  now  in  use  352. 

The  hydrants  have  all  been  newly  packed  and  oiled  and  are  in 
good  working  order. 

Two  hydrants  have  been  repaired.  One  at  the  Braintree  line, 
Commercial  street,  leaked,  necessitating  a  new  pot,  and  one  on 
Broad  street,  opposite  James  Casey’s. 

GATES  AND  GATE  BOXES. 

The  gates  are  in  fairly  good  order.  The  old  wooden  boxes 
are  being  replaced  with  iron  as  fast  as  needed  ;  fifteen  have  been 
are  renewed  this  year. 


SERVICE  PIPES. 

Three  leaks  have  been  repaired  in  the  service  pipes,  one 
caused  by  a  defect  in  brass  fitting  and  two  in  lead  joints. 
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Eighty-six  new  service  pipes  have  been  laid,  and  twelve  old 
service  pipes  have  been  relaid  this  year  as  follows  :

Hastings,  Edward  B.  Nevin,  Elbridge  Nash,  Augustus  J.  Richards, 
Henry  A.  Richards,  John  B.  Rhines,  and  John  J.  Loud,  legal 
voters  in  said  town,  to  act  upon  the  first  three  articles  hereinafter 
stated,  namely  : 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  and  instruct  its 
treasurer  to  prepare  and  issue  from  time  to  time,  as  the  proceeds 
may  be  needed,  coupon  bonds  of  the  town  to  be  denominated  on 
their  face  “Weymouth  Water  Loan,”  payable  in  thirty  years 
from  the  first  day  of  May  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  respect¬ 
ively  issued,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  centum,  payable 
semi-annually,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
for  the  purposes  expressed,  and  in  accordance  with  the  authority 
granted  to  the  town  by  chapter  222,  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature 
passed  at  its  last  session,  entitled  “An  Act  to  authorize  the  Town 
of  Weymouth  to  make  an  additional  Water  Loan,”  and  will  pre¬ 
scribe  the  manuer  and  terms  of  such  issue.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  Warrant,  a  legal  meeting  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  town  of  Weymouth  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall, 
in  said  town  on  Thursday,  Jan.  25,  1894,  at  half  past  two 
o’clock,  p.  m.,  the  meeting  being  called  to  order  and  the  warrant 
read  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

Article  1.  Louis  A.  Cook  was  elected  Moderator  by  ballot, 
the  check  list  being  used  in  said  election. 

Voted,  That  the  town  hereby  authorizes  an  increase  of  its 
water  loan  debt  for  the  purposes  stated  in  section  four,  of  Chapter 
One  Hundred  and  Seventy-four,  of  the  Acts  of  the  Legislature, 
passed  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
and  Eighty-One,  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dol¬ 
lars,  by  virtue  of  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
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Chapter  Two  Hundred  and  Twenty-Two,  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Legislature,  passed  in  the  year  One  Thousand  Eight  Hundred 
and  Ninety-Three,  entitled  “An  Act  to  authorize  the  town  of 
Weymouth  to  make  an  additional  water  loan,”  and  that  its 
treasurer  is  hereby  instructed  to  cause  to  be  made  fifty  coupon 
bonds  of  this  town, — each  for  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars  as 


principal,  payable  in  thirty  years  from  the  first  day  of  May  in  the 
year  in  which,  respectively,  they  shall  be  issued,  and  bearing  that 
date,  with  interest  payable  semi-annually  at  the  rate  of  four  per 
centum,  per  annum,  to  be  denominated  on  its  face,  “Wey¬ 
mouth  Water  Loan,”  and  each  bond  to  be  sealed  with  its  corpor¬ 
ate  seal,  and  to  be  signed  in  its  behalf,  by  its  treasurer  and 
countersigned  by  the  chairman  of  its  board  of  selectmen ;  and

passed  in  the  year  1893  ;  and  that  said  treasurer  shall  hold  the 
moneys  received  from  the  sale,  or  pledge,  of  said  bonds  subject 
to  the  appropriation  thereof  already  made,  or  which  may  be  made, 
by  vote  of  the  town,  for  the  purposes  herein  above  named.

road  across  the  southwesterly  portion  of  Weymouth,  and  extend¬ 
ing  from  the  southerly  line  of  Abington  to  the  easterly  line  of 
Holbrook,  and  known  as  Ann  Street,  and  being  that  part  of  the 
road  which  runs  from  “Harwood’s  Corner”  in  Abington  to 
Franklin  Street  in  Holbrook,  which  lies  in  Weymouth,  and  to  join 
with  the  towns  of  Abington  and  Holbrook  in  asking  said  Com¬ 
mission  to  make  said  road  a  State  highway ;  and  also  that  they 
procure  and  present  with  such  petition  suitable  plans  and  profiles 
of  the  portion  of  said  road  lying  in  this  town.  Provided,  that  it 
shall  involve  no  expenditure  of  money  by  the  town.

ihe  total  enrolment  for  the  school  year  ending  June  30,  1894 
was  2190,  wdiich  is  about  30  less  than  the  enrolment  in  the  day 
schools  for  the  previous  year.  The  daily  attendance,  (1821) 
however,  exceeded  that  of  the  previous  year  by  83,  and  is  the 
largest  in  the  history  of  the  schools.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance 
also  was  the  largest  ever  reported..  An  average  of  95%  is  a  very 
high  record  of  school  attendance  in  a  town  like  Weymouth. 
1  welve  schools  reported  97%  or  over, and  twro  only  less  than  90%. 
If  attendance  represents  the  degree  of  interest  taken  in  the  school 

work  by  parents,  pupils  and  teachers,  certainly  the  results  attained 
last  year  must  be  gratifying, 

One  hundred  and  forty-six  pupils  were  not  absent,  and  1360,  more 
than  one-half  of  the  whole  number,  were  not  tardy  for  the  entire 

year.  Compared  with  other  years  in  tardiness  and  dismissals  a 
good  showing  has  been  made.

The  reports  of  the  truant  officers  are  more  encouraging  than 
usual.  These  officers  made  161  investigations  from  Jan.  1,  1894, 
to  Jan.  1,  1895,  and  found  that  64  of  the  absentees  were  truants. 
Of  this  number  five  were  second  and  one  was  third  offense  truants. 
In  several  instances  the  truants  were  from  families  that  have 
come  to  this  country  recently  and  therefore  did  not  know  the 
demand  for  regular  attendance. 

At  the  North  High  the  accommodations  at  the  present  time  are 
insufficient  to  fully  meet  the  demands  of  the  school.  The  seating 
capacity  of  the  building  was  barely  sufficient  for  the  pupils  at  the 
beginning  of  the  present  school  year.  Two  years  hence,  according 
to  present  indications,  enough  seats  cannot  be  placed  in  the  building 
to  accommodate  the  pupils.  In  North  Weymouth  the  number  of

pupils  per  teacher  has  increased  in  the  past  two  years  from  37.5 
to  30.6  ;  in  East  W  eymouth  from  42.5  to  46.4  ;  and  in  South 
4\  ey mouth  from  37.6  to  41.  If  a  similar  increase  is  made  in  the 
next  tv  o  years,  which  doubtless  will  be  the  case,  rooms  must  be 
pro\  ided  in  these  wards  either  by  new  buildings  or  by  enlarging 
the  present  ones. 

The  question  of  providing  school  accommodations  in  the  North, 
East  and  South  villages  is  one  that  must  require  the  attention  of 
the  committee  in  the  near  future.  All  the  available  rooms  in 
these  villages  are  in  use  and  in  Ward  V.  the  high  school  is 
deprived  of  one  of  its  rooms  by  an  overflow  class  from  the  Bates 
school. 

CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

The  past  year,  Jan.  1,  1894  to  Jan.  1,  1895,  brought  fewer 
changes  in  our  corps  of  teachers  than  any  year  for  some  time. 
AYe  lost  but  eight  teachers  by  resignation,  and  transferred  one 
only.  The  most  important  changes  were  the  resignations  of  Mr. 
Sawyer  from  the  department  of  music,  of  Mr.  Russell  from  the 
North  High,  of  Mr.  Litchfield  from  the  Franklin,  and  of  Mr. 
Crocker  from  the  Washington. 

Miss  Louise  E.  Humphrey,  who  for  four  years  had  assisted  in 
the  North  High  school,  was  given  a  leave  of  absence  for  one  year 
in  order  to  pursue  a  special  course  of  study  in  Radcliffe  college. 
Miss  Jennie  ier,  a  graduate  of  Boston  University,  was  ap¬ 
pointed  assistant  in  the  High  school  during  Miss  Humphrey’s' 
absence.

REPAIRS. 

Under  this  heading  it  has  been  customary  to  enumerate  the 
small  repairs  that  have  been  made  upon  each  school  building 
during  the  year,  but  as  the  selectmen’s  financial  report  gives  in 
detail  expenditures  upon  the  several  buildings,  it  does  not  seem 
necessary  to  enumerate  them  in  this  report.  The  expense  in  this 
direction  has  been  much  less  during  the  past  year  than  usual,  not 
because  the  money  could  not  have  been  well  expended,  but  because 
the  committee  desired  to  curtail  expenses  as  much  as  possible  on 
account  of  the  “  hard  times.”  What  was  left  undone  last  year 
will  be  all  the  more  imperative  during  the  coming  year.  So  long 
as  we  have  twenty  school  buildings  to  care  for,  the  expenses  for 
repairs  will  necessarily  be  very  large. 

The  only  large  expense  during  the  year  was  in  connection  with 
heating  the  Hunt  building.  At  the  last  annual  town  meeting  it 
was  voted  to  authorize  the  town  treasurer  to  borrow  $2,500  to 
defray  the  expense  of  putting  a  new  heating  and  ventilating  ap 
paratus  into  the  Hunt  school  building.  It  was  also  ordered  that 
the  money  be  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  school  com¬ 
mittee. 

As  the  necessity  of  better  heating  and  ventilation  in  this  build¬ 
ing  had  been  strongly  urged  by  the  committee  for  several  years, 
prompt  action  was  taken  in  the  matter.  A  special  committee  was 
at  once  appointed  with  instructions  to  receive  bids,  plans  and 
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specifications  for  heating  the  building  and  to  submit  the  same  to 
to  the  full  committee.  At  the  next  meeting  of  the  board  the 
special  committee  presented  plans  as  directed. 

After  considerable  discussion  upon  the  best  methods  of  heating 
school  buildings,  and  a  caieful  consideration  of  the  plans  sub¬ 
mitted,  the  tv  hole  matter  was  referred  to  the  special  committee 
with  full  powers. 

In  compliance  with  these  instructions  a  contract  was  made  by 
the  special  committee  with  the  Joseph  I.  Bates  Co.  of  Weymouth 
to  heat  and  ventilate  the  building  satisfactory  to  the  committee 
and  the  State  inspectors  for  the  sum  of  $2,500,  the  entire  work 
to  be  completed  before  the  10th  of  September,  1894. 

As  the  work  of  the  company  has  been  accepted  neither  by  the 
State  inspectors  nor  by  the  committee,  comments  upon  the  per¬ 
fection  of  the  system  would  be  out  of  place  in  this  report.

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PUPILS. 


As  early  as  1876  arrangements  were  made  with  the  Old  Colony 
lailroad  corporation  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  from  North 
und  East  Weymouth  to  the  North  High  school.  Since  that  time 
the  town  has  paid  to  said  corporation  from  $300  to  $900  a  year 
for  transportation  of  pupils;  in  all  not  much  less  than  $10,000. 
The  rate  of  transportation  was  as  reasonable  as  the  town  could 
expect  and  so  far  as  the  committee  knew,  was  satisfactory  to  the 
railroad  under  its  old  management,  but  under  the  new  manage¬ 
ment  a  new  order  of  affairs  was  put  into  operation. 


1  he  bill  for  transportation  rendered  by  the  station  agent  of 
the  New  York,  New  Haven  and  Hartford  R,  R.  Co.,  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  present  school  year,  was  about  one-half  larger 
per  pupil  than  bills  for  previous  years.  As  no  notice  of  an 
increase  in  rates  had  been  received  by  the  committee,  not  even 
irom  the  station  agent  when  he  delivered  the  tickets,  it  was 
thought  that  a  mistake  had  been  made  and  the  bill  was  re¬ 
turned  for  correction.  The  station  agent  then  showed  a  certain 
circular  that  had  been  issued  during  the  summer  and  said  that 
that  represented  the  basis  for  rates  of  transportation  of  pupils  in 
the  future.  The  matter  was  at  once  referred  to  the  full  com- 
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mittee  and  a  sub-committee  was  appointed  to  provide  trans¬ 
portation  for  pupils  in  barges,  providing  better  terms  could  not 

be  made  with  the  railroad  officials. 

✓ 

The  sub-committee  had  several  conferences  with  the  general 
passenger  agent  of  the  railroad  but  could  effect  no  change  in  the 
rates.  That  the  town  had  paid  the  company  nearly  $10,000  for 
transportation  that  had  cost  the  company  very  few  dollars ;  that 
they  were  never  expected  to  change  the  time  of  running  the  trains  ; 
that  the  extra  cost  was  a  mere  fraction  of  the  income ;  that  the 
pupils  had  conducted  themselves  satisfactorily ;  that  the  amount 
the  company  would  receive  the  present  year  on  the  old  basis  would 
exceed  $1,000  ;  and  that  the  committee  would  be  obliged  to  find 
other  means  of  transportation  unless  the  former  rates  were  re¬ 
stored,  all  were  of  no  avail.  The  official,  in  action  if  not  in 
words,  said,  pointing  to  the  “circular,”  “What  is  written  i& 
written.”  As  it  was  impossible  to  make  satisfactory  arrange¬ 
ments  with  the  railroad  the  sub-committee  engaged  Messrs. 
Thayer  and  Hollis  to  transport  the  pupils  in  barges.  The  cost  of 
transportation  will  be  $400  or  $500  more  than  by  railroad  on 
the  old  basis,  but  about  $200  less  than  by  the  new  rate.  There 
was  at  first  considerable  opposition  to  barge  transportation  but  it 
has  nearly  subsided.  The  principal  objection  to  this  mode  of 
conveyance  is  that  it  gives  no  opportunity  for  pupils  to  remain  after 
school  to  make  up  a  lost  lesson  or  to  receive  assistance  from 
the  teachers.  As  soon  as  the  electric  cars  are  in  operation  be¬ 
tween  East  Weymouth  and  the  Landing  doubtless  better  rates 
can  be  secured  by  the  committee  and  much  more  satisfactory 
service  given  to  the  pupils. 

CERTIFICATION  OF  TEACHERS. 

Chapter  329  of  the  Acts  of  1894  contains  the  following 
sections  : — 

Section  1.  The  State  Board  of  Education  shall  cause  to  be 
held,  at  such  convenient  times  and  places  as  it  may  from  time  to 
time  designate,  public  examinations  of  candidates  for  the  position 
of  teacher  in  the  public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth.  Such 
examinations  shall  test  the  professional  as  well  as  the  scholastic 
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abilities  of  candidates,  and  shall  be  conducted  by  such  persons 
and  in  such  manner  as  the  board  may  from  time  to  time  designate. 
Due  notice  of  the  time,  place,  and  other  conditions  of  the  exam¬ 
ination  shall  be  given  in  such  public  manner  as  the  board  may 
determine. 

Sec.  2.  A  certificate  of  qualification  shall  be  given  to  all  can¬ 
didates  who  pass  satisfactory  examinations  in  such  branches  as 
are  required  by  law  to  be  taught,  and  who  in  other  respects  fulfil 
the  requirements  of  the  board ;  such  certificate  shall  be  either  pro¬ 
bationary  or  permanent,  and  shall  indicate  the  grade  of  school  for 
-which  the  person  named  in  the  certificate  is  qualified  to  teach. 

Sec.  3.  A  list  of  approved  candidates  shall  be  kept  in  the 
office  of  the  secretary  of  the  board,  and  copies  of  the  same,  -with 
such  information  as  may  be  desired,  shall  be  sent  to  school 
committees  on  their  request. 

Sec.  4.  the  certificates  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  may  be  accepted  by  school  committees  in  lieu  of  the  personal 
examination  required  by  section  twenty-eight  of  chapter  forty-four 
of  the  Public  Statutes. 

By  the  authority  of  the  above  act  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  has  recently  submitted  a  plan  of  State  exam¬ 
ination  and  certification  of  teachers.  The  chief  aim  of  the  State 
plan  is  :  “To  discover  by  reasonable  tests,  formally  described  so  far 
as  practicable,  the  merit  and  promise  of  the  candidate,  and  to  recog¬ 
nize  such  merit  and  promise,  if  they  are  deemed  adequate,  by 
means  of  an  appropriate  certificate  and  a  place  in  the  State  list  of 
eligible  teachers.  The  examination  requirements  should  be  viewed 
as  minimum  requirements  only,  and  not  to  be  interpreted  as  ruling 
out  of  consideration  other  and  higher  subjects  of  study  in  which 
tin*  candidate  may  be  proficient.  On  the  contrary,  evidences  of 
scholarly  attainment  and  professional  power  that  might  not  be 
revealed  under  the  limitations  of  a  published  scheme  will  be  hear¬ 
tily  welcomed.” 

I  am  cordially  in  sympathy  with  the  State  system  of  examina¬ 
tion,  and  strongly  recommend  that  its  provisions  be  adopted  by 
your  committee.  It  offers  a  relief  from  the  necessity  of  the  annual 
teaclieis  examination  which  you  have  been  accustomed  to  hold, 
and  at  the  same  time  gives  an  opportunity  to  adopt  higher  stand- 
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ards  of  qualifications  for  teachers.  The  State  school  authorities 
by  their  system  of  school  inspection  will  be  able  to  present  a  list 
of  candidates  who  are  fitted  not  only  in  a  scholastic  but  in  a  profes¬ 
sional  way  for  the  difficult  and  exacting  work  of  the  public  school 
teacher.  1  he  salaries  paid  in  the  lower  grades  of  our  town  are 
sufficiently  high  to  command  the  services  of  teachers  who  have 
made  special  preparation  for  their  work,  either  by  normal  training 
or  by  successful  experience  in  the  schoolroom.  Coupled  with  the 
demand  lor  better  scholastic  and  professional  training  on  the  part 
of  the  teacher  should  come  tenure  of  office  for  the  teacher.  Al¬ 
though  very  few  towns  and  cities  have  approved,  as  yet,  of  a 
stable  tenure  of  office  for  teachers,  I  believe  such  an  act  should 
be  adopted  by  our  town.  Your  committee  can  afford  to  be  one  of 
the  pioneers  in  this  direction. 

TEACHERS’  SALARIES. 

I  wish  to  call  the  attention  to  the  committee  to  the  present 
system  of  paying  the  teaching  force  of  our  town  and  to  suggest 
some  changes  that  seem  to  me  to  be  for  the  best  interests  of  the 
schools.  I  know  that  it  is  somewhat  hazardous  to  suggest  changes 
in  any  time  honored  custom,  but  the  necessity  of  the  present  case 
compels  me  to  make  the  venture. 

First,  as  to  the  time  of  payment ;  the  teachers,  including  the 
superintendent,  receive  their  pay  at  the  end  of  every  four  weeks 
of  service,  that  is,  on  Tuesday  of  the  fifth,  ninth,  etc.,  weeks 
they  are  paid  in  full  for  all  services  to  date.  This  gives  any 
teacher,  who  is  so  disposed,  nine  opportunities  to  resign  during 
the  year  with  the  loss  of  but  one  day’s  salary.  It  is  true  that  a 
very  large  majority  of  teachers  will  not  accept  such  opportunities, 
because  they  feel  morally  bound  to  fulfil  their  obligations  to  their 
schools ;  but  there  are  a  few  teachers  whose  moral  sense,  distorted 
possibly  by  ambition  or  prudishness,  does  not  thus  bind  them.  A 
few  always  compel  the  making  of  laws. 

I  will  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  two  cases  only  of 
the  several  that  have  occurred  in  the  past  four  years.  Three  years 
ago  the  principal  of  one  of  the  buildings  sent  me  his  resignation, 
the  last  week  of  the  summer  vacation.  Of  course  it  was  impossible 
to  secure  a  suitable  teacher  upon  such  short  notice  and  a  substittue 


was  put  in  charge  of  the  school.  The  school  was  injured  because 
the  principal,  receiving  a  little  better  offer  elsewhere,  did  not  feel 
bound  to  fulfil  his  part  of  an  agreement  to  give  a  notice  of  four 
weeks  of  his  intention  to  resign.  The  second  case  occurred  re¬ 
cently  and  was  of  a  more  aggravating  character  as  it  seemed  to 
show  on  the  part  of  the  teacher  a  premeditated  intention  of  injur¬ 
ing  the  school.  A  substitute  was  provided  for  the  room.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  forenoon  the  principal  of  the  school  received  word  from 
the  teacher  that  she  was  not  to  return.  During  the  day  her  re¬ 
signation  was  received  by  a  member  of  the  ^committee.  She  had 
drawn  the  full  amount  of  her  pay  so  could  lose  nothing  financially, 
and  her  sense  of  honor  was  not  sufficient,  so  it  seemed,  to  compel 
even  a  notice  of  one  day.  The  committee  fully  understand  the 
inconvenience  and  injury  that  such  resignations  bring  to  the 
schools.  This  trouble  would  be  largely  remedied  by  a  slight 
change  in  the  time  of  paying  salaries. 

Another  reason  for  the  change  may  be  briefly  stated.  By  the 
present  method  the  teacher  must  forward  her  bill  for  approval  by 
the  middle  of  the  fourth,  eighth,  etc.  weeks.  If  she  is  taken  sick 
on  Thursday  morning  of  those  weeks  and  is  unable  to  take  her 
school  for  the  rest  of  the  week  she  draws  pay  for  the  work  of  the 
substitute  for  two  days.  In  such  cases  (we  have  from  10  to  30  a 
year)  the  teacher  must  pay  the  substitute  which  is  contrary  to  the 
rules  of  the  committee,  or  the  substitute  must  render  her  bill  the 
next  month  for  services  rendered  during  that  month  which  is  con¬ 
trary  to  fact.  Whichever  horn  of  the  dilemma  I  accept  in  settl¬ 
ing  such  cases  I  am  placed  in  a  false  position. 

The  method  also  of  paying  the  teachers,  it  seems  to  me  might 
be  materially  simplified.  The  present  plan  of  forwarding  an 
approved  set  of  bills  to  the  selectmen  for  their  orders  places  upon 
the  selectmen  a  task  that  certainly  cannot  be  congenial  to  them. 
They  draw  their  orders  for  these  bills  when  they  had  nothing  to  do 
with  contracting  them,  and  do  not  know  whether  they  are  correct 
or  incorrect.  It  is  a  mere  mechanical  act  on  their  part.  The 
time  of  five  men  is  taken  to  do  what  the  Town  treasurer  could  do 
in  one  fifth  of  the  time.  If  a  monthly  teachers’  pay  roll  were 
submitted  to  the  school  committee,  approved  by  the  finance  com¬ 
mittee  and  board  of  selectmen  and  forwarded  to  the  Town 
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treasurer  for  payment  by  cash  or  check,  it  would  decrease  the 
mechanical  part,  be  quite  a  saving  financially  to  the  town,  and 
give  the  teachers  a  much  more  satisfactory  service. 


SUBJECTS  AND  METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 


What  shall  be  taught  in  the  elementary  public  schools,  and  how 
shall  it  be  taught,  are  questions  that  are  demanding  more  atten¬ 
tion  from  school  men  than  all  other  questions.  Nearly  every  sub¬ 
ject  that  is  taught  in  high  school,  college  or  university  is  now 
knocking  through  its  zealous  advocates  for  admission  into  the 
elementary  school.  The  elements  of  many  of  these  subjects  can 
and  should  have  a  much  larger  place  in  our  school  work,  but  the 
ability  of  the  teachers  to  teach  the  subjects,  and  the  character  of 
the  schools  must  determine  the  extent  of  their  introduction.  The 
teachei s  themselves  should  receive  special  training  in  these  lines 
of  study  before  they  attempt  to  present  these  subjects  to  the 
pupils.  It  teachers  are  not  thus  trained  and  are  called  upon  to 
teach  these  subjects,  from  such  text  books  as  during  the  past  year 
have  been  printed  in  abundance,  the  result  will  be  greater  confu¬ 
sion  in  the  minds  of  the  pupils.  Take  for  instance  the  study  of 
Latin,  French  and  German  that  under  the  cry  of  “enrichment, ” 
now  demand  a  place  in  the  grammar  grades.  Under  our  present 
conditions  to  attempt  the  introduction  of  these  studies  into  grades 
below  the  high  school  would  be  not  only  foolish  but  a  positive  in¬ 
jury  to  the  schools.  v 

The  elements  of  algebra  and  geometry  should  have  a  large  place 
in  the  elementary  school,  not  as  a  separate  study,  but  as  a  part 
of  the  work  in  arithmetic,  not  for  the  purpose  of  multiplying 
mathematical  difficulties,  but  as  an  aid  in  overcoming  those  diffi¬ 
culties,  not  for  the  sake  of  drill,  but  as  a  help  in  developing  the 
reasoning  powers.  A  text  book  in  these  studies  is  not  needed  so 
much  as  teachers  who  understand  the  inter-relation  of  the  subjects. 
Such  teachers  will  give  all  the  instruction  in  algebra  and  geometry 
that  is  necessary  for  high  school  preparation,  will  make  the  work 
in  arithmetic  more  pleasant  and  instructive  and  will  save  time 
from  the  study  of  arithmetic  for  other  studies. 

The  elements  of  zoology,  geology,  biology,  anthropology,  etc., 
are  other  subjects  that  demand  places  in  the  grammar  school  cur- 
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riculum.  But  there  is  no  need  of  anxiety  or  discouragement  at 
such  an  array  of  names.  There  is  very  little  in  a  name.  Foi 
years  the  best  teachers  have  taught  all  these  “ologies”  and  more. 
It  is  true,  in  most  cases,  they  have  taught  them  unwittingly  but 
nevertheless  successfully.  The  teacher  who  gives  thorough  and 
profitable  instruction  in  geography  must  incidentally,  teach  all 
these  subjects  as  thoroughly  as  they  need  to  be  taught  in  the  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  Geography  taught  by  the  approved  methods  of 
today  must  include  instruction  in  geology,  meteorology,  botany, 
zoology,  anthropology,  ethnology,  etc.  The  course  of  study 
adopted  by  the  committee  four  years  ago,  recognizing  the  inter¬ 
relation  of  such  topics,  calls  for  instruction  in  nearly  all  of  the 
above  subjects,  although  it  mentions  none  of  them  by  name.  As 
in  the  case  of  algebra  and  geometry,  these  subjects  should  be 
taught  not  as  separate  studies,  but  as  helps  to  teaching  subjects 

already  in  the  school  curriculum. 

Our  public  school  system  is  already  in  a  large  degree  an  aca¬ 
demic  system,  a  university  on  a  small  scale.  The  culture  it  im¬ 
parts  is  largely  academic  and  has  little  reference  to  the  life  which 
the  majority  of  the  pupils  will  have  to  lead.  Although  the  ten¬ 
dency  at  the  present  time  seems  to  be  in  this  direction,  I  am 
strongly  of  the  opinion  that  our  school  system  must  sooner  or  later 
be  radically  changed.  Industrial  education  which  without  fitting 
a  child  for  any  definite  trade  yet  developes  manual  dexterity  and 
respect  for  physical  labor  must  to  a  large  extent,  take  the  place  of 
academic  education.  The  child  of  the  laboring  man  must  be 
given  an  opportunity  for  mental  development  along  lines  fitted  to 
his  possibilites,  and  the  dull  boy  must  be  given  a  chance  to  gain 
abstract  truths  by  the  assistance  of  his  hands.  As  in  my  last  re¬ 
port,  I  strongly  recommend  the  introduction  into  our  schools  of 
a  modified  system  of  manual  training.  It  will  be  an  added  ex¬ 
pense  to  our  school  system,  but  I  believe  that  the  demand  will  be 
met  by  the  people  in  the  same  liberal  spirit  as  similar  demands 
have  been  met  in  the  past.  We  are  a  community  of  laborers  and 
the  nobility  of  hand  labor  should  be  recognized  in  the  training  of 
the  youth  of  our  town. 

The  subject  of  penmanship  should  receive  the  attention  of  the 
committee  before  the  beginning  of  another  school  year.  The  sys- 
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tem  of  vertical  writing  is  being  introduced  into  many  places  and 
is  meeting  with  a  gieat  deal  of  favor.  It  is  not  necessarv  at  this 
point  to  present  the  arguments  for  and  against  this  new  system, 
but  simply  to  call  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  the  subject. 

Ihe  two  reforms  in  methods  of  teaching  now  being  urged  by 
prominent  educators,  as  a  necessity  to  meet  the  demands  of  an 
enriched  curriculum,  are  departmental  instruction  and  correlation 
of  studies.  As  these  two  features  of  instruction  stand  for  decid¬ 
edly  antagonistic  ideas,  the  results  of  their  introduction  will  be 
watched  with  considerable  interest.  In  our  own  schools,  depart¬ 
mental  teaching  below  the  high  school  has  not  been  encouraged. 
We  have  a  few  schools  where  it  might  be  tried,  but  the  objections 
to  this  method  of  instruction,  without  a  complete  reorganization 
of  our  present  plan,  seem  to  me  to  outweigh  its  advantages. 
Some  of  the  objections  are  :  The  difficulty  of  maintaining  the 
right  kind  of  discipline ;  the  loss  of  the  teacher’s  interest  in  the 
pupils  ;  the  danger  of  teaching  subjects  instead  of  children  ;  the  ten¬ 
dency  to  load  the  children’s  minds  with  disconnected  rather  than 
related  facts ;  and  the  danger  of  overcrowding  pupils,  as  each 
teacher  is  quite  sure  to  magnify  his  own  branch  of  study  and  press 
the  pupil  to  the  fullest  extent  of  his  powers. 

Correlation  of  studies  is  new  only  in  name.  It  is  as  old  as 
teaching  itself.  The  first  instructor  who,  after  the  spelling-book 
came  into  use,  gave  a  spelling  lesson  from  the  reading  lesson 
instead  of  from  the  spelling-book,  correlated  these  naturally 
related  subjects.  And  from  that  time  to  the  present  naturally 
related  subjects  have  been  correlated  much  or  little,  according  to 
the  qualifications  and  tact  of  the  instructor.  The  introduction  of 
many  new  subjects  within  the  past  few  years  has  made  correlation 
an  actual  necessity.  The  aim  at  the  present  time  should  .be  to 
separate  the  related  subjects  into  groups.  The  illustration  given 
above  of  the  relation  of  algebra  and  geometry  to  arithmetic,  and 
of  zoology,  geology,  etc.,  to  geography,  shows  the  possibilities  in 
this  direction.  Three  or  four  groups  with  their  central  studies 
would  comprise  all  the  subjects  taught  in  the  elementary  schools. 
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HIGH  SCHOOLS. 

In  the  school  report  of  1893  your  committee  brought  to  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  citizens  of  Weymouth  the  desirability  of  uniting 
the  two  high  schools.  At  the  following  annual  town  meeting  a 
special  committee  was  appointed  to  consider  this  question  in  all 
its  bearings  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual  meeting.  The 
special  committee  was  at  once  organized  and  began  a  thorough  in¬ 
vestigation  of  the  whole  question.  According  to  a  report  made 
public  during  the  summer  vacation  said  committee  recognized  the 
decided  advantages  to  be  gained  by  consolidation,  but  did  not 
think  best  to  recommend  that  the  change  should  be  effected  at  the 
present  time. 

As  this  report  will  doubtless  preclude  any  action  in  the  line  of 
consolidating  the  high  schools  for  some  time  at  least,  I  wish  to 
bring  to  the  attention  of  your  committee  another  change  which  I 
believe  would  greatly  increase  the  efficiency  of  both  high  schools. 

I  refer  to  making  one  of  the  high  schools  a  classical  or  Latin  high 
school  in  w'hich  college  preparatory  studies  could  be  taught  much 
better  than  is  possible  under  the  present  conditions,  and  to  mak¬ 
ing  the  other  high  school  an  English  high  school  in  which  the 
young  men  and  women  of  our  town  wdio  desire  would  be  better 
able  to  fit  themselves  for  such  positions  in  life  as  they  will  in  all 
probability  be  called  upon  to  fill.  This  change  would  not  only 
give  better  facilities  for  teaching  the  subjects  already  in  our  cur-  - 
riculum  but  would  give  ample  opportunity  to  introduce  other  sub¬ 
jects  such  as  German  (now  required  to  enter  the  Institute  of 
Technology),  shorthand  and  typewriting. 

The  facilities  for  conveying  pupils  that  will  doubtless  be  provi¬ 
ded  by  electric  cars  before  the  beginning  of  another  school  year 
will  make  this  change  possible  with  very  little  increase  in  expense 
for  transportation.  Indeed  the  saving  in  school  appliances  would 
more  than  pay  for  the  increase  in  the  expense. 

PUBLIC  LIBRARY. 

The  Public  Library  is  coming  more  and  more  to  be  recognized 
as  a  potent  factor  in  school  education.  The  skilful  teacher  uses 
it  as  an  assistance  is  disciplining  her  school,  and  a  help  in  stir- 
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ring  up  the  minds  of  the  dull  boy  and  girl.  She  always  has  on 
hand  interesting  and  helpful  books  for  the  bright  pupil  who  does 
his  work  in  certain  studies  in  half  the  allotted  time,  and  sug- 
gests  the  best  book  for  the  slow  one  to  read  at  home. 

Our  teachers  are  fortunate  in  having  not  only  a  public  library 
nt  their  service,  but  also  a  librarian  who  is  intensely  interested 
in  the  reading  for  the  young.  Miss  Blanchard  sees  clearly  the 
relation  between  a  school  of  readers  and  a  reading  community. 
She  is,  therefore,  alw  ays  ready  to  give  assistance  to  teachers ; 
always  has  excellent  books  to  recommend,  and  prime  suggestions 
to  offer. 

If  it  w^ere  possible  for  the  directors  of  the  library  to  open  read¬ 
ing  rooms  in  the  several  villages  in  town,  the  pupils  and  citizens 
of  those  villages  w'ould  be  greatly  benefitted  thereby.  At  the 
present  time  the  children  of  the  other  wards  are  at  a  great  disad¬ 
vantage  compared  wdth  Ward  III.  The  cost  of  maintaining  such 
rooms  would  not  be  large,  and  would  undoubtedly  be  borne,  to  a 
great  extent,  by  the  citizens  of  each  village. 

In  my  last  report  I  printed  a  list  of  books  that  seemed  to  me 
to  be  especially  adapted  to  use  in  our  schools.  At  that  time  I 
intended  to  increase  the  list  this  year,  but  have  decided  to  wrait 
another  year  in  order  to  give  the  teachers  and  pupils  more  time 
to  become  familiar  writh  the  books  already  suggested. 

TEACHERS’  MEETINGS. 

During  the  year  a  good  degree  of  interest  has  been  manifested 
in  the  teachers’  meetings.  I  believe  that  they  have  been  a  source 
of  real  help  to  a  large  part  of  the  teachers. 

On  March  1,  8,  22,  and  29,  1894,  Mr.  Murdock  of  the  Bridge- 
water  normal  school  addressed  the  teachers  on  the  wrork  that 
should  be  taken  in  geography.  These  talks  w^ere  greatly  enjoyed 
by  all,  and  inspired  the  teachers  to  do  better  work  in  this  subject. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  present  school  year  wras  held  October 
4.  The  time  of  this  meeting  w^as  taken  by  the  superintendent  in 
discussing  general  topics.  Other  meetings  have  been  as  follows  : 

October  30,  at  Bickuell  school;  Subject,  Attention.

In  addition  to  these  general  meetings  a  large  number  of  grade 
meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year. 

A  teachers’  club  has  recently  been  formed  in  wards  1  and  2, 
and  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  The  objects  of  the  club  are  the 
elevation  of  the  teachers  educationally  and  the  general  improve¬ 
ment  of  the  schools.  Nearly  all  the  teachers  of  these  two  wards 
are  members. 

CONCLUSION. 

On  Nov.  7,  1894,  a  Grammar  School  Teacher’s  Institute  was 
held  at  the  North  high  school  under  the  direction  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education.  Over  one  hundred  teachers  were  present 
from  this  and  adjoining  towns.  It  was  a  profitable  meeting. 
There  seems  to  be  an  increased  disposition  on  the  part  of  most  of 
the  teachers  to  profit  by  such  opportunities  for  improvement. 

I  believe  that  the  past  year  has  been  one  of  general  progress 
throughout  our  school  work.  There  has  been  very  little  friction 
between  parent,  pupils  and  teachers  during  the  year,  indeed  none 
at  all  except  in  one  locality.  If  all  parents  who  have  or  think 
they  have  a  grievance  against  a  teacher,  would  take  that  griev¬ 
ance  to  the  superintendent  or  committee  instead  of  distributing

the  same  through  sympathizing  and  talkative  friends,  the  cause  of 
education  would  be  advanced  thereby.  The  superintendent  and 
committee  are  always  ready  to  correct  any  fault  on  the  part  of  the 
teachers  and  to  make  any  change  that  they  believe  the  best  inter¬ 
est  of  the  schools  demand.  Let  all  parents  and  citizens  labor 
with  the  committee  for  the  good  of  the  schools. 

During  the  past  few  years  very  many  improvements  have  been 
made  in  school  buildings,  school  appliances  and  school  methods, 
but  notwithstanding  these  improvements  the  schools  are  far  from 
what  I  desire  them  to  be,  far  from  what  they  should  be,  and  far 
from  what  I  intend  them  to  be,  by  the  aid  of  public  confidence. 
In  my  administration  of  the  public  schools  of  Weymouth  I  have 
felt  that  as  a  public  servant  I  have  duties  to  perform  in  two  di¬ 
rections,  first  a  duty  to  the  schools  to  provide  for  them  the  best 
possible  facilities  for  carrying  on  their  work  successfully ;  and 
second,  to  the  citizens  not  to  increase  excessively  their  burden 
of  taxes  by  demanding  too  many  expensive  changes  in  a  single 
year.  I  realize  as  clearly  as  any  one  that  many  more  improve¬ 
ments  are  needed  before  the  best  results  in  school  work  can  be 
attained. 

Letter  heating  and  ventilating  systems  in  several  more 
of  the  buildings ;  better  facilities  for  preserving  school  work ; 
janitors  who  can  be  in  the  buildings  during  the  entire  session  ; 
more  assistants  at  the  high  schools ;  and  many  other  changes 
would  be  advantageous  to  the  schools.  But  under  existing 
circumstances  several  of  these  desirable  changes  cannot  be  made, 
others  are  being  made  as  rapidly  as  possible  without  greatly  in¬ 
creasing  the  school  expenses.  I  have  found  the  people  of  our 
town  loyal  to  the  interests  of  the  public  schools,  and  willing  to  be 
taxed  liberally  for  their  support.  Lbelieve  therefore  that  the 
teachers  on  their  part  should  be  willing  to  do  extra  work,  and  to 
suffer  some  inconvenience  at  times  if  necessary  rather  than  to 
increase  unduly  the  burdens  of  the  people.  I  have  no  desire  to 
build  a  reputation  at  the  expense  either  of  the  schools  or  of  the 
town.  My  only  desire  in  this  respect  is  to  give  the  people  of 
Weymouth  just  as  good  schools  as  possible  for  the  amount  of 
money  they  feel  able  to  expend  upon  them. 
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In  closing  I  desire  to  express  my  sense  of  obligation  to  parents, 
teachers  and  members  of  the  school  committee  for  their  continued 
support  and  co-operation.

I.  REPORT  OF  INSTRUCTOR  IN  MUSIC. 

To  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Dear  Sir:  —  Previous  to  assuming  the  duties  of  Musical  Instructor 
in  the  public  schools  of  Weymouth,  I  made  myself  acquainted,  as  far 
as  was  possible,  with  the  standard  of  musical  culture  to  which  my 
predecessor  had  led  the  pupils.  With  this  knowledge  as  a  basis  I 
was  enabled  to  commence  my  work  with  a  more  intelligent  concep¬ 
tion  of  what  was  needed  to  continue  the  musical  training  of  each 
pupil. 

I  have  met  with  a  most  cordial  reception  among  the  teachers, 
whose  co-operation  has  been  of  material  assistance  in  taking  note  of 
special  rules  and  afterward  giving  them  repeated  emphasis  to  the 
class,  thereby  making  the  pupils  familiar  during  the  week  with  the 
lesson  given  at  each  visit.  By  the  regular  teacher  assisting  the 
musical  instructor  in  this  respect  there  will  result  a  more  perfect 
mastery  of  the  subject,  and  the  problem  of  an  efficient  education  in 
the  rudiments  of  music  in  our  public  schools  will  be  considerably 
lessened  if  not  actually  solved. 

Teachers  who  adopt  this  plan  are  convinced  of  its  efficiency  by  the 
results  reached.  The  consensus  of  opinion  among  musical  authorities 
concerning  an  ability  to  read  music  at  sight,  decides  on  three  condi¬ 
tions.  First,  an  accurate  knowledge  of  sounds  and  their  pitch; 
second,  an  accurate  knowledge  of  sounds  and  their  duration;  and 
third,  a  practical  idea  of  some  form  of  notation. 

These  three  fundamental  principles  I  have  endeavored  to  empha¬ 
size,  and  as  a  result  have  aimed  at  thoroughness  in  all  departments 
as  the  best  means  to  secure  this  attainment. 

Thoroughness  in  teaching  the  elementary  principles  in  the  primary 
department  and  frequent  attention  to  individual  training  in  all 
departments  will,  I  feel  sure,  not  only  lead  the  pupil  up  to  a  correct 
understanding  and  proper  appreciation  of  music,  but  to  that  which 
is  equally  important  in  all  music, —  the  ability  to  think. 

Owing  to  the  brief  period  in  which  I  have  been  teaching  in  the 
Weymouth  schools,  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  give  in  detail 
the  results  reached  in  the  various  branches  of  study.  These  will  be 
more  obvious  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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I  will,  however,  be  pleased  at  any  time  to  have  the  parents  of  the 
pupils  and  others  interested  in  the  study  of  music  in  our  schools,  to 
visit  us  during  the  musical  sessions,  in  order  to  get  a  more  accurate 
conception  of  the  work  accomplished.

III.  REPORT  OF  SOUTH  HIGH  SCHOOL. 

To  Mr.  I.  M.  Norcross,  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Sir: — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  South 
High  School. 

The  per  cent,  of  attendance  so  far  this  year  has  been  above  ninety- 
eight,  and  the  number  of  tardinesses  has  been  correspondingly  low. 

The  spirit  with  which  most  of  the  pupils  work,  the  energy  which 
they  put  into  their  study,  and  the  small  number  of  absences  tend  to 
show  that  the  pupils  are  taking  a  real  interest  in  their  school. 

Indifference  is  a  great  stumbling  block  in  the  early  life  of  many 
young  people.  Earnest,  conscientious  work  in  school  is  necessary  for 
reaping  the  full  benefit  of  their  studies. 
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It  has  been  my  aim,  as  far  as  possible,  to  awaken  a  spirit  of  investi¬ 
gation  m  the  individual  pupil,  and  to  direct  their  work  into  some 
chosen  channel  by  which  he  may  obtain  “that  high  intellectual  pleas¬ 
ure  that  comes  from  extended  study  of  a  congenial  topic.” 

The  pupil  should  not  be  encouraged  to  slight  a  study  that  is  dis¬ 
tasteful,  but  pains  should  be  taken  by  the  parent,  as  well  as  the 

V!^ru?torS’  to  stimulate  a  love  for  those  studies  that  are  apt  to  be 
difficult  and  uninteresting.  This  controlled  or  directed  attention  to 
a  subject  is  of  great  importance  as  a  mental  discipline  on  account  of 
its  being  the  direct  result  of  a  conscious  effort  of  the  will. 

The  study  of  mathematics  is,  perhaps,  one  of  the  best* for  enlarg¬ 
ing  and  strengthening  the  mind. 

I  would  be  in  favor  of  adding  to  the  course  of  study  solid  Geometry 
and  Trigonometry. 

A  good  many  of  the  pupils,  and  even  their  parents,  are  unable  to 
see  any  benefit  coming  from  quite  a  number  of  the  studies  pursued 
at  the  High  school.  The  subjects  of  Mathematics,  Latin,  Greek,  etc. 
bear  the  same  relation  to  the  mind  that  intelligent  training  in  the 
physical  gymnasium  bear  to  the  development  of  the  physical  body. 

A  strongly  developed  body  and  mind  will  enable  the  young  man,  or 
the  young  woman,  if  he  will  avail  himself  of  all  the  privileges  which 
are  provided  for  him  by  the  town  and  state,  to  take  first  rank  in  any 
walk  of  life  ;  but  he  must  work  hard  to  do  it,  as  competition  grows 
fiercer  and  fiercer  year  by  year.  Success  today  means  more  ability 
and  greater  effort  than  it  did  twenty-five  or  fifty  years  ago. 

The  chemical  laboratory,  which  was  renovated  last  year,  is  in  good 
working  condition,  and  we  are  getting  excellent  results  from  the  in¬ 
dividual  experimental  work  required  of  each  member  of  the  class. 

The  physical  apparatus  has  been  largely  increased,  so  that  now 
experimental  work  in  this  branch  is  conducted  daily  in  connection 
with  the  recitation.  The  work  in  all  the  sciences  should  be  made  as 
practical  in  character  as  possible.  The  pupils  are  trained  to  habits 
of  attention,  observation  and  close  application. 

I  find  that  an  interest,  or  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the 
parents,  concerning  the  school  duties  of  their  children,  plainly  reveals 
itself  in  their  school  work.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  parent  to  take  an 
active  interest  in  all  that  pertains  to  the  school  life  of  their  children, 
and  they  should  carefully  cultivate  in  them  a  love  of  home  study  and 
research. 

Declamation  and  composition  work  is  receiving  more  attention  this 
year,  and  the  results  we  are  obtaining  are  very  encouraging.  To 
stimulate  interest  in  these  branches  public  prize  contests  are  to  be 
held  yearly,  hoping  that  in  this  way  better  results  will  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

We  have  inaugurated  a  new  feature  in  the  school  by  having  a  lec¬ 
ture  delivered  once  a  month  on  Friday  afternoons.  These  lectures 
are  to  be  on  various  topics  of  public  interest  and  delivered  by  men 
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prominent  in  public  life.  The  pupils  are  required  to  take  notes  and 
hand'  in  an  essay  on  the  subject  of  the  lecture.  We  extend  a  hearty 
invitation  to  the  parents  and  friends  of  the  school,  and  to  any  one 
who  is  interested  in  the  cause  of  education. 

“Effort  rather  than  advancement  should  rank  highest.  What  a 
child  tries  to  do  and  perseveres  in  trying  to  do  against  physical  or 
intellectual  disadvantages  is  worthy  of  all  honor.”
